ing. The proposed room, with its light and 
warmth and comforts, and its display of pass-

BEAU BRUMMEL | 


The story of Brummel, had the people been | 
#0 accute as to seize its leading points, is as | 
amusing as aromance. The audacious inso- 
lence with which he trampled down the 
haughtiest of the high nobility of England, 
was splendid —because successful, 

His grandfathers kept a small confectionary 
shop in Bury street, St.James’ London,and let 
‘The first Lord Liverpool, then al- 


lodgings. 
most obscure, lodged in his house, took his 
son as a secretary, got him an @#ffice under 
Lord North, and allowed him to feather his 
nest so well, that on his death in 1794, there 
was sixty-five thousand pounds to divide 
among two sons and a daughter. George, 
the second, was educated at Eton, and dress- 
ed so well, while in his teens, that the prefix 
of “Beau"’ was put to his name, 

In Oxford he affected to be exclusive, and 
on his fathers death, in 1794, at the age of 
sixteen, was presented with a cornetcy in the 
tenth Hussars, by the Prince of Wales, colo- 
nel of that regiment. Henceforth he was the 
Prince's constant companion. In 
he was a captain and then threw up his com- 
mission, and set up as a gentleman at large. 
‘This was before he was twenty-one, and the 
only reason assigned was, that the regiment 
was ordered to Manchester, which he con- 
sidered decidedly vulgar. 

He started as an independent gentleman on 
thirty thousand pounds—a small sum for 
earrying on such a profession—ridiculously 
aemall for one whose wardrobe cost him eight 
thousand pounds a year, and who entertained 
fashion, and even nobility at his table, No 
man dressed better; simply, but richly, with 
elegance and taste. In this he eclipsed his

The Prince 
of Wales, whose wardrobe had cost one hun- 


dred thousand pounds, was Brummel’s great- | 


est rival, until corpulence, which he hated, 
destroyed all his reasonable pretentions to 
dandyism. Simplicity, of the most studdied 
kind, was Brummel's great system. 

He mixed and visited in the first circles, for 
he was young, handsome, satirical and the 
fashion. 
but affeeted to despise Walton and the pheas- 
ants, on the plea that they were too trouble- 


He rode well, and was a good shot, 


some. 

His great reform was in the neckcloth, 
which then was a sort of white muslin pad- 
ding. 

He introduced the moderate use of starch, 
which gave the necessary stiffness, and dis- 
pensed with the pad. He was curious in his 
tie; if the cravat did not glide into it at the 
first touch, he would throw it aside and take 
another, His valet,who was met with a heap 
of the rumpled neckelothes on his arm, sol- 
emnly said, ‘These are our failures.” 


The Prince of Wales quarreledj with him, | 


after nearly twenty years intimacy. The story 
runs thatin the Prince’s drawing-room he 
aaid, ‘Wales, ring the bell,” which was done, 
and when the servant came in, the Prince 
said, “Order Mr, Brummel’s carriage.” The 
Beau denied this, and attributed his quarrel 
to something he said about Mrs, Fitzherberts’ 
stoutness, 

This was avout 1811. Brummel continued 
king of fashion though he had quarreled with 
the Prince. But he took to gaming. In 1814 
he lost all he had, and ten thousand pounds 
more; raised what money he could, and re- 
treated to Calais ; attributed his bad luck to 
his having parted with @ ‘lucky sixpence,” 
which, he maintained, Rothschild must have 
got possession of ; was supported in his exile 
by his brother and sister, was so liberal when 
remittances game, that the beggare called him 
‘*Le Roi de Calais;"’ was made British Con- 
sul at Caen, on the mediation of Wellington | 
with George 1V ; was removed without com- 
pensation when that consulate was abolished; 
loot his senses; spent his last hours in @ hos- 
pital for lunatic mendicants, and died March 
2, le24.

ace. The trial was confined to the relative 
merits of the celebrated Fairbanks Scales, the 
scales manufactured by Duryee & Forsyth, of 
Rochester, N. Y , and a newly patented scale 
manufactured at Vergennes, Vt. ‘To test the 
real merit of the scales, the committee placed 
upon the platform of ascale having the ca- 
pacity of six tons, a weight of 3398 pounds, 
and then removed the weight to various parts 
of the platform. 
corner of the Vergennes Scale, the beam in- 
dicated 3390 pounds, when placed cn the op- 
posite corner the beam indicated only 3377 
pounds, showing a difference of 13 pounds, 
and when removed to the centre of the plat- 
form the beam showed 3387 pounds. A _ re- 
quest was then made that the weight be again 
placed on the corner first tried; which was 
and the weight the beam mow indi- 
cated was 3382 pounds, showing a difference 
of 8 pounds from the first trial. This wa 
riation is attributable in part to the arrange- 
ment of the platforin on the bearings, which 
forbids its giving correct weight or agreeing 
| with itself. The test was then applicd to 
Fairbanks Scale, and when the weight was 
placed on one corner of the platform the beam 
l indicated the ¢rue weight, 3398 pounds, on the 
second and third corners the same; on the 
fourth corner a slight variation was percepti- 
ble. So extremely delicate was the operation 
of Fairbanks’ Scale, (capacity six tons,) that 
| a quarter of a pound weight placed on any 
part of the platform, raised the beam. 

A Buryee & Forsyth Scale, of 40,000 Ibs, 
capacity, was next tested, and like the Ver- 
gennes Scale, it failed to give correct weight, 
| or to agree with itself; it showed a variation 
} of ten pounds when the weight was removed 
from one corner to the other. Oneof Fair- 
banks small Platform Scales was then tested 
with United States standard weights, and al- 
though it had been in constant use for six 
months, it exhibited unerring accuracy. The 
| sealed weights were then placed on a similar 
‘scale manufactured by Duryee & Forsyth,but 
the result was far from satisfactory—one cor- 
ner was half a pound too light, the centre 
half a pound too heavy, and another corner 
two pounds too heavy.’’—Boston Daily Jour- 
nat.
